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The Five-Day Week For Employees of the 


Federal Government 


President Roosevelt's request that his financial advisers 
inform him regarding the cost of establishing the five-day 
week for government employes—of course without reduc- 
tion in wages—was referred to the budget bureau, which 
in turn forwarded it to the civil service commission. 

Neither the budget bureau nor the 
made the findings public, but in what are referred to as 
“reliable sources’ it is disclosed that the shorter hours 
would affect between 350,000 and 400,000 of the 840,- 
000 federal workers and that the cost to the government 
of the shorter hours would range from a minimum of 
$60,000,000 annually to a maximum of $100,000,000, 
depending on the number of employes coming under the 
five-day week. 

Post office employes were granted the five-day week 
two years ago. Other government employes now work 
seven hours a day for five days and four hours on Satur- 
days, or 39 hours per week. The five-day week would 
lop off the Saturday work and reduce the length of the 
work week to 35 hours. This reduction in hours would 
provide jobs for many workers now in the ranks of the 
unemployed. 

The cost of the five-day week, whether it be $60,000 - 
000 annually or $100,000,000, is a bagatelle compared 
with the realization of at least an approach to justice for

Black-Connery Bill 

The administration’s measure 
the Black-Connery bill--would cre- 
ate a board, em- 
powered to set minimum wages at 
not more than 40 cents an hour and 
working hours at not less than 40 
a week. This board, however, could 
act only in cases where collective 
bargaining not practiced. 

Any wages and hours legislation 
is going to be fought bitterly by 
the sweatshop industries and 
southern plantation owners. A bill 
which will be supported by organ- 
ized labor can be put across, how- 
ever.
